THe learn'd Author of this Book examines therein the Opinion of

So that he efteems,that from this 
diftindion all the difficulties, that have been propofed, will vanilh ^ 
and that the reafons, alledged to the contrary , proove. indeed, that 
Beafts have no Spiritual knowledge, but not at all, that they have na
